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Cadillac girl 
drowns at 
Whiting Park 


A tragedy at Whiting Park 
last week claimed the life of 
a Cadillac girl. 

Emergency personnel 
were called to the scene at 
Whiting County Park in 
Eveline Township, west of 
Boyne City, at approximately 
11 a.m. on Friday, Aug. 31, 
after receiving a report of a 
drowning. 

According to the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff's 
Department, witnesses at the 
scene said that Samantha 
Rasmussen, age 4, had been 
playing in the water in front 
of a campsite with several 
children, when an adult no- 
ticed her missing; she was 
soon located lying in the wa- 
ter approximately 380 feet 
down the shoreline. Adults on 
the scene pulled Rasmussen 
to shore and attempted to ad-. 
minister CPR when is was de- 
termined that she was not 
breathing. 

Ambulance personnel ar- 
rived at the scene, and were 
able to [locate a pulse. 
Rasmussen was rushed first to 
Charlevoix Area Hospital. 
and later transported to Grand 
Rapids, where she died at 
around midnight on Sept. 1. 

In a news release, Sheriff 
George T. Lasater expressed 
gratitude for the heroic efforts 
of those at the scene who per- 
formed CPR and the emer- 
gency personnel who partici- 
pated. 

Boyne City Ambulance 
transported Rasmussen, as- 
sisted by East Jordan 
Ambulance’s Advanced Life 
Support. 

The incident is being in- 
vestigated by the Charlevoix 
County Sheriff's Department.

Barbara Mathers 1s no stranger to 
her new job. 

She started just last week as the 
full-time ambulance director for 
Boyne City, but Mathers has been with 
the department since 1985, and has 
served as the assistant director for six 
years. For the past several months she 
has filled in as director while a search 
was conducted to fill the position left 
vacant when Henry Erber resigned. 

Now the interim label is gone and 
Mathers is the department’s first full- 
time director. 

“I have a lot to learn, but I felt I 
could do a good job,” Mathers said. 
She was one of seven candidates for 
the position. 

According to City Manager Eric 


Strahl, by creating the full-time direc- 
tor position, the city hopes to accom- 
plish two goals. The first is to upgrade 
to advance life support. That process 
will begin this week when five mem- 
bers of the department begin attend- 
ing paramedic classes at North Cen- 
tral Michigan College. The class meets 
two evenings a week, some Saturdays, 
and involves 600 hours of clinical 
work. 

Two members of the department al- 
ready have paramedic status but six 
members need it for the department to 
be advance life support certified. 

The advanced certification will al- 
low the department to administer more 
care in emergency situations. 

The other goal is to ease the sched- 


uling conflict during the day when it 
is sometimes difficult to have volun- 
teers available. 

“That’s the tricky part of the sched- 
uling.” Strahl said. 

Mathers, who is an LPN, will over- 
see a department which has 13 li- 
censed personnel and nine drivers, a 


number which fluctuates due to the | 


stress of the job. 


In addition to covering her 6 a.m.- 


6 p.m. shift, Mathers will also have an 


office in city hall and will maintain’ 


office hours as much as her schedule 
allows. Her salary, according to Strahl, 
is $35,000 a year. 

Chuck Witte, a long-time member 
of the department, was appointed as- 
sistant director.

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Library looking 
to the future

This has been a year of big changes for the Boyne 
District Library. We recently received news of yet another 
change. Based on population growth as recorded in the 
2000 census, we are now a Class III library instead of a 
Class I] library. WOW! But what does this mean? 

Libraries in Michigan are divided into class sizes based 
on population served, ranging from the smallest, Class I 
libraries which serve from 0 - 3,999 people, to Class VI 
libraries which serve 50,000 or more people. When the 
Boyne District Library was formed in 1996 the popula- 
tion of the service area was based on the 1990 census 
figures, 6,081 people, which made it a Class I library 
(serving 4,000 - 6,999 people). The 2000 census data 
shows the population of the tibrary’s legal service area to 
be 7,173, which puts us into the next class size, Class III 
which serves 7,000 - 11,999 people. GREAT! But what 
does this mean? 

Different class sizes have different requirements for 
hours of accessibility and library personnel. Class 11 li- 
braries are required to be open to the public a minimum 
of 20 hours per week, but Class ITI libraries have to be 
open a minimum of 30 hours per week. We are already 
open 50 hours per week so we do not have to make any 
adjustments there. We also exceed the education require- 
ments for the director and support staff, and will continue 
to do so until our service population tops 11, 999 and the 
director needs a different kind of master’s degree. That’s 
lucky for me, but again, WHAT does this mean? 

We come to funding. The state of Michigan funds li- 
braries on a per capita basis. This means we will receive 
State Aid for 1,092 additional people for the next 10 years 
until the 2010 census figures are calculated. That increase 
adds $546 per year to our annual budget, IF we actually 
get the mandated fifty cents per person, which does not 
look likely at this time. We can expect about $3,500 from 
the state next year. Another way the state “pays” for li- 
braries is through a provision in the constitution that gives 
a portion of penal fines collected in the county to librar- 
ies located in that county. Penal fines are monies collected 
by the courts for fines, traffic tickets, court costs, etc. Per- 


sonalty [ have a bit of trouble with the idea that the worse 


the citizens in Charlevoix County behave, the better off 
the library will be. Penal fines are also under constant 
attack. by other state organizations that want a share of 
them for other purposes. The only reliable form of fund- 
ing for libraries is a voted millage, but even that shrinks 
every year because of the Headlee Amendment. Our voted 
millage is .75, but we will only actually collect just over 
-70 mill this year, and that number will continue to de- 
crease. : 

The Boyne District Library is bigger and better than 
ever. At this time we cannot count on the state for much 
in the way of funding, and we do not want to increase the 
tax burden of every person living in the district. Help us 
secure the future of our new library — give to the En- 
dowment Fund.

A RARE Dual GHIA EARNS Great Lakes Motor Works 


High praise in Pebble Beach 


Imagine driving down the 18th 
fairway of Pebble Beach Golf Course 
in southern California — in a car. A 
very fancy car. 

John McLeod, manager of Great 
Lakes Motor Works in Boyne City, 
had that opportunity a few weeks ago 
when he and Mike Stowe were at the 
Pebble Beach Invitational Concourse 
d’elegance Car Show, described by 
many as the most prestigious car 
show in the world. 

McLeod and Stowe were driving 
a 1958 Dual Ghia, a car owned by 
Stowe and rebuilt by McLeod and his 
crew at Great Lakes. 

The Dual Ghia was hand-made in 
Italy by the Ghia company and built 
in Detroit by Dual, thus the name 
Dual Ghia. Only 99 of the cars were 
made and they were mainly sold to
